Tho 
Cre probably created the [heaviest loss of 
tobacco than ever has occurred in tbo 
United States at one time Irom that 
cause. It ia estimated that tully one- 
third ot the entire Wisconsin tobacco 
crop of last year TVBB consumed. Thero 
were about 0,000 oases stored in the 
warehouses ready for shipment, which 
were worth abou.1; SCO apiece, thua mak- 
ing the Ions on tobacco about S-150,000. 
The warehonfmB wnro worth about $2,- 
000 eaou, making an additional loja of 
825,000. Tho depot was a large frame 
etrnotore, which hud ^recently been re- 
paired no it was almost entirely new;tbero 
wag a largo amount of freight stored in 
the depot, nearly all of which waa Bayed. 
The froight cars which were burned were 
itanding on tho side truck, und in the 
excitement of the fire it was impossible 
to remove them to a safe location. The 
oars contained no freight. 


Nothmf? can be learned of tho origin ol 


tjjs fire. Tho general opinion, howeverf 
is that it was started by eomo Fourth ol 
July patriot, who was careless in the use 
of fire worka.
